Cheahmill Chapter Plants Roadside 


Natives 


Volunteers from the NPSO Cheah- 
mill Chapter joined staff of the Yamhill 
Soil & Water Conservation District 
and the Yamhill County Public Works 
Department on November 3 and 9, 
2016, to plant a native bunchgrass. 
Roemer’s fescue was planted alongside 
the newly reconstructed intersection of 
Abbey, Kuehne, and Hendricks roads. 

This is the second phase of a dem- 
onstration project designed to show 
how using native plants on roadsides 
can simultaneously benefit road main- 
tenance work, native pollinators, and 
natural beauty. The first phase started 
in October 2015 when the coalition 


planted native Willamette Valley dry 
prairie wildflowers in the island triangle 
created where the three roads intersect. 
Summer of 2016 saw blooming na- 
tives, including showy tarweed (Madia 
elegans), farewell to spring (Clarkia 
amoena), and blue-headed gilia (Gilia 
capitata). The project was undertaken 
at the invitation of the Yamhill County 
Public Works Department. This has 
been a successful cooperative effort 
among the three groups, and showcases 
best practices in the field. The Chapter 
hopes to continue this cooperative ef- 
fort with local county support.

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NPSO Annual Meeting 2017 in Roseburg 


June 9-11 


As noted in last month’s Bulletin, the “Hundred Valleys 
of the Umpqua’ will be our botanical landscape for the 2017 
Annual Meeting. Our meeting location, Phoenix Charter 
School, is situated on the Diamond Lake Highway (138), 
east of the downtown Roseburg area. Students at Phoenix 
School are often involved in habitat restoration and other 
community projects (roseburgphoenix.com/community. 
html). Douglas County is situated at a “botanical crossroads” 
between the California Floristic Province and the Vancouve- 
rian Floristic Province. This, combined with particular geo- 
logical formations, leads to high plant diversity in the county. 
Many species are near their northern or southern range limits 
and several species are endemic to the county. The Umpqua 
Valley and Corvallis Chapters are happy to host the 2017 
Annual Meeting in the beautiful “Land of Umpqua” and we 
hope you can join us in experiencing this wildflower-rich 
area.

Field Trip: Explore Beatty Rock, a 
Monolithic Outcropping of Con- 
glomerate in the Lower Cow Creek 
Watershed. We will explore lower Cow 
Creek Road to examine the California 
sword fern (Polystichum californicum), 
spring phacelia (Phacelia verna), a rare 
moss (Pseudoleskeella serpentinensis), 
and the fairy slipper orchid (Calypso 
bulbosa). The first stop is at the mouth 
of Beatty Creek, where we will amble 
on Beatty Rock then hike a short way 
up a brushy streamside trail to view 
serpentine-tolerant plant species. The 
second stop is the BLM Island Wayside.

SATURDAY 
1. Beatty Creek ACEC/RNA 


This area represents an excellent example of serpentine pine 
savanna at the north end of the Klamath Mountains Ecore- 
gion. Soils derived from serpentine rock have chemical and 
physical properties that make plant growth difficult. This 
area has been recognized for its rich concentration of plants 
tolerant of these harsh soils. Serpentine species include: Bo- 
lander’s onion (Allium bolanderi), Klamath rockcress (Arabis 
subpinnatifida, synonym of Boechera subpinnatifida), Douglas 
monkey flower (Diplacus douglasii), and California sandwort 
(Minuartia californica, synonym of Sabulina californica). 
Other wildflowers to enjoy include: grass widows (Olsynium 
douglasii var. douglasii), wayside aster (Eucephatus vialis),

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spring gold (Crocidium multicaule), 
yellowleaf iris (Jris chrysophylla), and 
Henderson's triteleia (Triteleia hen- 
dersonii var. hendersonii).

2. Bilger Ridge 

We will enjoy many interesting ser- 
pentine plants such as Calochortus coxii 
(crinite mariposa lily, named for Mar- 
vin Cox who was one of the leaders 
of this trip in 2005) and Sisyrinchium 
hitchcockii (Hitchcock’s blue-eyed 
grass). We may also have time to visit 
an Umpqua mariposa lily (Calochortus 
umpquaensis) site near Tiller. Easy-to- 
moderate off-trail hiking. 1.25 hour 
drive from Roseburg. Leader: Aaron 
Roe, botanist with the Roseburg BLM 
office. 


3. Callahan Ridge 

This is a visit to the expansive meadow 
on Callahan Ridge to view a diverse va- 
riety of “serpentine” endemic plant and 
fern species that include the Umpqua 
mariposa lily (Calochortus umpquaensis) 
and Hall’s violet (Viola hallii). Kin- 
caid’s lupine (Lupinus oreganus vat. 
kincaidii) is also present in a low nar- 
row saddle underlain by “granitic” 
substrate. See panoramic views of the 
Western Cascade Range to the east and 
the Klamath Mountains in every other 
direction. Easy-to-moderate hiking.

4. Cedar Springs Mountain 

We will wander among amazing ser- 
pentine plants and geologic features 
while hunting for the northernmost 
range of the elusive Lewisia leana 
(quill-leaved lewisia). We'll also look 
for Phacelia peckii (Peck’s phacelia) 

and Arabis subpinnatifida, synonym of 
Boechera subpinnatifida (Klamath rock- 
cress). A two- hour drive from Rose- 
burg, high clearance recommended. 
Moderate to difficult hike, bring plenty 
of water.

5. Cougar Bluffs 

Forest wildflowers such as Phlox ad- 
surgens (woodland phlox) and stun- 
ning rock garden species such as Gilia 
capitata (bluefield gilia), Penstemon 
cardwellii (Cardwell’s penstemon), Pen- 
stemon rupicola (pink rock penstemon), 
Sedum divergens (spreading stonecrop) 
and Sedum oregonense (creamy stone- 
crop) are sure to please. Easy-to-mod- 
erate hiking. 1.5 hours from Roseburg, 
high clearance recommended. Leader:

6. Fall Creek Falls 

This hike will look at typical lichens, 
mosses, and plants of the Western 
Cascades. This field trip will focus on 
lichens and bryophytes and will likely 
visit other sites in the area. Susan 
Creek is a nearby BLM park featur- 
ing Tioga Bridge spanning the scenic 
North Umpqua River, accessing the 
North Umpqua Trail system on the 
opposite bank. The rock outcrops 
along the river's edge hold a variety of 
aquatic lichens and bryophytes includ- 
ing the rare "donut moss," Scouleria 
marginata. ‘The trail system goes 
through beautiful old-growth forest 
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containing many trees well over six feet 
in diameter. Short easy hiking. 45 min- 
ute drive from Roseburg. Leader: Scot

7. Hemlock Lake 

Enjoy a scenic short hike around 
Hemlock Lake and see a great variety 
of flora such as Eurybia radulina (for- 
merly Aster radulinus, rough-leaved 
aster), Penstemon cardwellii (Cardwell’s 
penstemon), and Castilleja pruinosa 
(frosted Indian paintbrush). Also in- 
cludes stops of botanical interest on 
the way along Little River Rd. 1.5 hour 
drive from Roseburg. Moderate hiking.

8. King Mountain Rock Garden 
ACEC 

King Mountain Rock Garden is a 
wonderland of stunning small rock gar- 
den type plants that are able to make 

a niche in seemingly inhospitable, 
rocky habitat. We'll look for Penstemon 
anguineus (Siskiyou beardtongue), P 
azureus (blue beardtongue), P rupicola 
(rock penstemon), Viola hallii, Phlox 
diffusa (spreading phlox), P adsur- 
gens (woodland phlox), Silene hookeri 
(Hooker's pink), and S. lemmonii. 
Easy-to-moderate hiking. 1.75 hours 
from Roseburg, high clearance recom- 
mended.

9. Limpy Rock RNA, Steamboat 
Falls, and Apple Creek CG 
Participants will be treated to an excel- 
lent tour of the Ragged Ridge-Dry 
Creek Loop to learn about myco- 
trophic plants and see unusual and 
endemic flora such as Kalmiopsis fra- 
grans (fragrant kalmiopsis), Asplenium

10. Lookout Mountain 

Hikes to great viewpoints like the open 
summit of Lookout Mountain don’t 
come much easier than this. A rainbow 
of colorful flowers decorates the grav- 
elly top and cliffs along the edge and 
attracts butterflies on sunny summer 
days. A small creek by the bottom of 
the spur road and other roadside open 
areas nearby provide plenty of unusual 
plants as well. There’s balsamroot, 
Phacelia verna (spring phacelia), lots 

of Fritillaria glauca (Siskiyou mission- 
bells), and a grand show of annuals and 
bulbs (text courtesy of Tanya Harvey). 
Moderate hiking. 1.5 hour drive from 
Roseburg, Leader: Bruce Waugh. 


11. North Bank Habitat Manage- 
ment Area (BLM) and Popcorn Swale 
Preserve (TNC) 

First we'll visit the Popcorn Swale Pre- 
serve near Wilbur in North Douglas 
County and then drive to the North 
Bank Habitat Management Area. We'll 
look for Plagiobothrys hirtus (rough 
popcornflower) at two wet meadow 
prairies in Oak woodlands, also Sidal- 
cea cusickii (Cusick’s checkermallow), 
Limnanthes douglasii (Douglas mead- 
owfoam), and unique prairie grasses 
and graminoids.

12. Tahkenitch Dunes—Threemile 
Lake 

This is our only coastal field trip. See 
estuaries, deflation plains, beach dune 
plants, tideland, and forest flora in 

the Coast Ecological Province. Plants 
such as Phyllospadix torreyi (Torrey's 
surfgrass), Zostera marina (marine eel 
“grass’), Lathyrus littoralis (silky beach 
pea), and Abronia latifolia (yellow sand- 
verbena) may be encountered. The last 
two wildflowers are not recorded from 
the area on the Oregon Plant Atlas, so 
finding them would help better docu- 
ment their distribution. Bring binocu- 
lars to scout for Sidalcea hendersonii 
(Henderson’s checker mallow) while 
crossing the Umpqua River estuary. 
On the return trip, a stop will be made 
at the Elkton Community Education 
Center, time permitting. About a 1.5 
hour drive from Roseburg. Easy to 
moderate hiking. Leader: Marty Stein, 
USFS botanist. 


13. Twin Lakes 

The area is one of the jewels of the 
North Umpqua and it is worth see- 
ing the stunning clear blue lakes and 
giant old growth trees regardless of the 
bloom. Boykinia major (large boykinia), 
Eriogonum umbellatum (sulphur buck- 
wheat), Leptosiphon nuttallii (Nuttall’s 
linanthus), and Piperia unalascensis, 
synonym of Platanthera unalascensis 
(Alaska rein orchid) are among the 
great diversity of wildflowers to be seen 
there (description courtesy of Tanya 
Harvey). About an hour drive from 
Roseburg. Three to four miles of hik- 
ing, easy to moderate. Leader: Sam

14. Pyramid Rock 


Pyramid Rock is one of a number of 
large rocks that pop out of the other- 
wise largely forested Western Cascades. 
It has one of the few populations of 
Columbia lewisia (Lewisia columbi- 
ana) south of the Columbia Gorge. 
Other rock garden plants include: cliff 
paintbrush (Castilleja rupicola), spring 
phacelia (Phacelia verna), cliff penste- 
mon (Penstemon rupicola), and Sierra

cliffbrake (Pellaea brachyptera). About 
a two-hour drive from Roseburg, high 
clearance required. Easy to moderate 
short hike.

15. Roseburg Area Habitats 

Explore the Umpqua's lowland valley 
and oak savannah flora in nearby areas 
with our local chapter's student of 
medicinal botanicals. Look for elegant 
calicoflower (Downingia elegans), tiger 
lilies (Lilium columbianum), \arkspurs 
(Delphinium species), and rough pop- 
corn flower (Plagiobothrys hirtus). The 
Veteran’s Administration oak savan- 
nah will be a major stop. A trip to the 
herbarium at the Douglas County Mu- 
seum of History and Natural History 
may be included.

Applegate's 
milkvetch, Astragalus applegatei, is a 
narrow endemic of moist alkali mead- 
ows in southern Klamath County, Ore- 
gon. Once thought to be extinct, it was 
rediscovered in 1983 and is now known 
to exist at only six sites in or near the 
city of Klamath Falls. Dr. Kerry Byrne 
will discuss the challenges and successes 
of conserving this species, with a focus 
on reproductive biology and demo- 
graphic monitoring. Byrne is currently 
an assistant professor at Oregon Tech. 
This fall, she will begin a new position 
at Humboldt State University in the 
Department of Environmental Science 
and Management.

Citizen’s Rare Plant Watch 
Update 


What a time we had last season, before all this rain! 2016 
was the first year of Citizen's Rare Plant Watch as part of the 
Rae Selling Berry Seed Bank & Plant Conservation Program. 
We built (gratefully) on the success of the program begun in 
2012 by Erin Gray of NPSO’s Rare and Endangered Plants 
Committee. Groups sallied forth from spring to fall last year, 
searching for early bloomers in the Gorge, up into the Coast 
Range, the Cascades and out to the coastal dunes late in the 
season.

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The Mysteries of Seed Extraction 


by Lynn Putnam and Sarah Garvin 


Tucked in an obscure corner of the 
fleet parking lot in Bend, Oregon is a 
set of 1960s vintage, industrial-style 
buildings that house the U.S. Forest 
Service Bend Seed Extractory (BSE), 
the only one of its kind in the nation. 
About 20 High Desert chapter members 
braved the snow to tour the facilities 
in December. The building we entered 
had an otherworldly feel—loud noises 
were emanating from strange-looking 
equipment ranging in size from a garage 
down to a commercial coffee grinder. 
The sweet smell of sage brush was al- 
most overpowering. 

Sarah Garvin, our tour guide and 
assistant manager at the BSE, described 
the history and explained some of the 
intricacies of unlocking seed from other

plant parts. Seed comes in a dizzying 
array of structures. Pine nuts are prod- 
ucts of huge pine cones, while tiny seed 
is produced by the small flowers of a 
myriad of shrubs, forbs, and grasses. 
Couple that with the fact that one of 
the major goals is to have 90% seed 
purity, i.e., be free of plant debris, and 
you have a complex task (really more of 
an art), one that these dedicated For- 
est Service employees have spent years 
perfecting. 

The completely self-funded BSE 
takes native plant collection materials 
from any government entity that's will- 
ing to pay for the service. The Bureau of 
Land Management, which funds interns 
in more than 10 western states to collect 
native seeds for gene conservation and 
restoration purposes, accounts for 80%

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Dedicated to the enjoyment, conservation and study of Oregon’s native plants and habitats 
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of its business. Boxes and bags arrive 
from all over the U.S. to be processed 
at the BSE, from about May until De- 
cember. Seed processing is done in three 
main phases: extraction, finishing and 
testing (there's also packaging, labeling, 
shipping, storing, etc.). Seed extraction 
is species specific. 

So off we went to see a garage-sized 
tumbler machine extract seeds from 
pine cones (Workers climb the trees to 
collect cones as too much of the seed 
would be lost while waiting for cones to 
drop.). First, the cones’ scales must be 
flared by spreading them on large trays, 
then stacking them 20 high over heaters 
to dry overnight. The dried cones are 
poured into a bin, which is picked up 
by a fork lift and dumped into a hop- 
per. When the tumbler is turned on, a

Legislative Committee Update on 
Arundo donax

Thanks to the hard work of Billy Don Robinson, NPSO has two new bills in 
the Oregon legislature. Both bills had a public hearing on March 29 before the 
Senate Environment and Natural Resources Committee. SB 789 “requires public 
utility to file bond with State Department of Agriculture if commercially grow- 
ing or contracting for commercial growing of Arundo donax L. or invasive species 
for use as biomass.” SB 790 “requires College of Agricultural Sciences at Oregon 
State University to conduct study regarding Arundo donax L. Requires college to 
conclude study and report findings to interim committee of Legislative Assembly 
no later than September 15, 2018.” For more information about these bills, visit 
https://olis.leg.state.or.us/liz/2017R1/Measures/Overview/SB789 and https://olis.

conveyor belt feeds the cones onto a vi- 
brating table with a series of filters and 
screens that mechanically (if not magi- 
cally) spits the seeds into a bin while 
the empty cones drop off the end. The 
finishing step is to de-wing the seeds by 
tumbling them in a cement mixer for a 
few minutes. 

After that ear-numbing experience, 
we toured the Missoula De-winger ma- 
chine where Amy Rosendahl (the new 
president of the High Desert chapter) 
and Jason Newman were extracting 
Pacific ninebark and bullrush seed. 

The dried flowers are dumped into the 
hopper where rubber flappers twirl it, 
allowing the seed to fall down while a 
vacuum duct sucks the inert material 
to a waste container. Finishing usually 
includes sifting the seeds through finer 
and finer sieves. 

To extract the seed from berries 
in the Rubus genus, a slurry is made 
by adding water and either mashing

the berries by hand or putting them 
through a quick trip in a food proces- 
sor with a plastic blade. The fleshy 
parts rise and the seed falls to the 
bottom of the container. Some Rubus 
seeds must then have a mucous sheath 
removed by soaking in an enzyme over- 
night. The seed is then dried on trays. 

Before packaging, four tests are 
performed on every seed collection. 
First, the percent purity is determined 
on a randomly selected 500 seed sam- 
ple. Either with the naked eye or mag- 
nification, the seeds are separated from 
inert material. Both are weighed and 
the percentage is calculated. To pass, 
most seed must be 90% pure. Second, 
the percent viability is estimated by X- 
raying a random sample to determine 
how much seed contains a living em- 
bryo. So many species of animals rely 
on seeds as a food source that it's not 
unusual for technicians to detect seeds 
in the X-ray image either damaged by 
insects or filled with insect larva. Third, 
the moisture content is tested to ensure 
that it's around 8%. Higher moisture 
content could spell a moldy doom for 
packaged seed. Finally, seed weight is 
determined so the client knows roughly 
how many seeds are present in their 
final package. 

Seed is usually destined for one of 
four places as specified by the client. 
It may be shipped to the client or a 
third party, like a nursery for germina- 
tion (e.g., J. Herbert Stone Nursery in 
Central Point, Oreg.). Or the client

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specifies that it be stored, sometimes at 
the BSE, which has a large freezer on 


site.

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Seeds of Success 


by Lynn Putnam and Sarah Garvin 


With the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment (BLM) being one of its major 
clients, the Bend Seed Extractory often 
gets collections whose first 10,000 
seeds are destined for the Seeds of Suc- 
cess (SOS) Program. SOS is the nation- 
al native seed collection program, led 
by the BLM along with several partner 
organizations. Its mission is to collect 
wildland native seed for research, devel- 
opment, germplasm conservation, and 
ecosystem restoration. 

SOS's current focus is on collect- 
ing species needed for restoration and 
rehabilitation projects. Estimates have 
shown that between 10 and 20 col- 
lections of a single species, across its 
range, are needed to develop genetically 
appropriate ecotypes. 

The first 10,000 seeds of each SOS 
collection are sub-divided, with rough- 
ly 4,000 seeds sent to the Western 
Regional Plant Introduction Station 
in Pullman, Washington for freezer 
back-up storage and the other 6,000 
seeds going to the National Center for 
Genetic Resources Preservation in Fort 
Collins, Colorado for permanent stor- 
age. BLM collectors can request that 
any seed over 10,000 be returned or 
shipped to a cooperator. 

Another interesting detail is SOS 
has generated approximately 5,500 
herbarium vouchers that will become 
part of the permanent collections in 
the U.S. National Herbarium, part 
of the Smithsonian Institution. For 
more information about SOS, visit 
blm.gov/programs/natural-resources/ 
native-plant-communities/native- 
plant-and-seed-material-development/ 
collection. 


Arundo Update, contd 
"R & D," had removed 64 acres of 


it, and would remove the balance (30 
acres) this year. We emphasized to 

the committee that even if PGE was 
finished with Arundo, another entity 
could come along and decide to com- 
mercially grow it, putting our state at 
risk (especially if the Arundo was grown 
in southern Oregon). Committee chair 
Michael Dembrow asked if we would 
be amenable to an amendment to SB 
789 that would apply the bond re- 
quirement to entities other than public 
utilities and we said yes, definitely. All 
in all, the hearing went well and Billy 
Don is optimistic that the bills will 
make it out of committee. 

Tim Butler from the Oregon De- 
partment of Agriculture (ODA) was 
also at the public hearing. He did not 
testify but he noted ODA had eradicat- 
ed the feral Arundo in Talent that had 
been growing in an irrigation canal. 
He also said that they (a consortium of 
agencies/entities) had almost eradicated 
yellow tuft alyssum from southern Or- 
egon, though they had found a couple 
of new patches. We had a brief conver- 
sation with Tim about getting Arundo 
listed on the State Noxious Weed List, 
which he indicated is updated by the 
Oregon State Weed Board each Febru- 
ary. He will send us information so 
NPSO can make such a request.

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January 2017 State Board Meeting 


Highlights 


Dan Luoma presented the 2017 
budget and the Board approved it with 
minor amendments. It was noted that 
the Leighton Ho fund was over budget 
last year due to some generous dona- 
tions. Thea Jaster of the Oregon Flora 
Project shared plans to update their 
website. The updates will include an 
improved plant atlas and photo gallery, 
an addition to the online keys, and 
other online resources. 

Zak Weinstein presented the Out- 
reach Committee's goals, objectives, 
and mission statement, all of which 
were approved by the Board. He stated 
that the Committee is looking for 
new members. Kelli Van Norman sug- 
gested that each chapter should have 
an outreach chair and emphasized that 
members do not need to be in Portland 
to attend or be involved with Outreach 
Committee meetings. 


Michael McKeag informed the 
Board that an Intel Senior Fellow was 
not obtained for website design. Zak 
Weinstein reported that the Website 
Committee has contacted web design 
companies and received several quotes. 
There was a lengthy discussion about 
the importance of a functional, updat- 
ed website and how to move forward. 
The Board asked the Committee to 
select a web designer by the next Board 
meeting on April 1. 

Susan Berger reported that the 
High Desert Chapter is working with a 
Forest Service botanist in the Ochoco 
National Forest to adopt a scabland. 
The Chapter will help provide volun- 
teers to monitor populations and data 
collection for Henderson's needle grass 
(Achnatherum hendersonii). 

The South Coast Chapter Presi- 
dent is relocating and the Chapter has 
decided to dissolve.

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Monitoring Long-Term Reintroduction Plots of Cook’s 
Desert Parsley (Lomatium cookii)

Lomatium cookii, commonly known 
as Cook's desert parsley, is a member 
of the Apiaceae (parsley family) that 
is listed as endangered by the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service and the state 
of Oregon. With its small size and 
rosette of narrow leaflets, the plants are 
often hard to spot amidst surrounding 
vegetation, except when in bloom. 
During spring months, cream to yellow 
flowers appear atop leafless stems in 
compound umbels (Figure 1). As with 
some other Lomatium species, the 
earliest umbels are typically staminate

(all male), while later umbels have both 
staminate and hermaphroditic flowers. 

L. cookii is endemic to southwestern 
Oregon, with two population centers: 
the Illinois Valley in Josephine County 
and the Agate Desert of the Medford 
Plains in Jackson County. L. cookii oc- 
curs in serpentine and non-serpentine 
soils of meadows with vernal pools 
and mounds, inhabiting the seasonally 
wet zones along the edges of the vernal 
pools. This habitat supports annual 
and perennial herbaceous plants, and is 
often surrounded by shrubs and trees, 
predominantly pines or oaks. 

L. cookii, like many other endan- 
gered native plant species, has been 
affected by development (residential,

industrial, and commercial), construc- 
tion and maintenance of infrastructure, 
agricultural activity (livestock grazing, 
conversion of habitat to cropland, and 
mowing), competition from invasive 
plants (particularly annual grasses), and 
roadside spraying (USFWS 2002). The 
Institute for Applied Ecology (IAE) 
has assisted with long-term (over two 
decades) monitoring of the species, 
collecting population data in partner- 
ship with the Medford Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) District. The Z. 
cookii populations monitored by IAE are 
also threatened by resource extraction 
such as logging and mining, fire sup- 
pression, and off-road-vehicle use. Al- 
though populations naturally experience 
positive and negative fluctuations in 
numbers from year to year as a result of

Remembering Veva Stansell 
As many of you know, Veva Stansell joined NPSO in the 1970s and held many roles in 


our organization, including director at large, vice president, and secretary. Read more 
about her on pages 27-28 of Kalmiopsis Volume 9, available online at npsoregon.ore/ 
kalmiopsis/kalmiopsis_v09.pdf.

Veva Stansell passed away on April 26, 2017 at Sea View in Brookings. 

A life-long Curry County resident and retired U.S. Forest Service botanist, 
Veva was widely known and respected for her contributions to understanding and 
conserving the extraordinary botanical resources of the Siskiyou Mountains. Born 
in 1929, Veva grew up in Pistol River, where her family, the Ismerts, had owned 
the Sundown Ranch for many decades. She spent much of her youth on horseback, 
chasing livestock, enjoying family camping trips, and riding to swimming holes. 
She loved the outdoors. 

In 1948, she married her husband, Bob Stansell, and went on to have 3 sons. 
In the 1960s, when Veva's sons were young, she began studying botany as a hobby. 
As her self-taught expertise grew, Veva volunteered for the Forest Service from 1975 
to 1989, helping with surveys of native plants unique to the Siskiyou Mountain 
backcountry. 

Family camping trips on horseback became botanical expeditions. She regu- 
larly sent plant specimens to the OSU herbarium, corresponded with academic 
botanists about unusual finds, and provided plant lists for the Oregon Flora Atlas 
as a regional coordinator. Veva also worked on the botanical studies that led to des- 
ignation of the Bureau of Land Management’s Hunter Creek Bog and North Fork 
Hunter Creek Areas of Critical Environmental Concern. Eventually, Veva held a 
botany position with the Forest Service's Gold Beach Ranger District, where she 
helped to prepare a rare plant field guide and aided academic botanists in locating 
and learning about the region’s unusual plants. 

In 1992, Veva received a national volunteer award for her years of service, 
presented by the Forest Service Chief in Washington, D.C. In 1994, she received a 
state and national conservation award from the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. Veva was a Fellow of the Native Plant Society of Oregon and also served on 
the board. She was a founding member of the local Kalmiopsis Audubon Society, 
where she instilled in her fellow members an appreciation for the unique native 
plants of our region. 

In 2011, Veva received the highest honor a botanist can receive when a small 
and lovely daisy, endemic to the Signal Butte and Red Flat areas in the Coast Range 
east of Gold Beach, was named Erigeron stanselliae, Veva's erigeron, in recognition 
of her many contributions. 

Those who knew Veva understood her driving force was not to receive awards. 
It was all about her love of the wild flowers. Veva held firm to the belief that we 
need to preserve the natural environment for the wellbeing of all future genera- 
tions. She will also be remembered for bringing awareness to the diverse and deli- 
cate ecosystems found in the Siskiyou Mountain range and inspiring many people 
to learn more and care more about nature. 

Veva is survived by her brother, Larry Ismert, and his wife Roseann; by her 
three sons: David Stansell and his wife Piney, Cliff Stansell and his partner Lisa 
Christie, and Les Stansell and his wife Mary; and by numerous grandchildren and 
egreat-grandchildren. 

A memorial service was held on Saturday, May 13. Contributions in Veva’s 
honor can be made to the following organizations: the Pistol River Friendship Hall 
(24252 Carpenterville Rd., Pistol River, OR 97444) and Kalmiopsis Audubon 
Society (P.O. Box 1265, Port Orford OR 97465), which seeks to designate a local 
botanical area to carry forward Veva's legacy in native plant education and conser- 
vation (vevasbotanicalarea.blogspot.com).

changes in temperature, precipitation, 
and pollination, the overall trend has 
been one of population decline due to 
gradual loss of habitat and disturbance 
from human activity (Pfingsten et al. 
2014). To help reverse this decline, [AE 
has experimented with cultivation of L. 
cookii in its natural habitat. With this 
background, a variety of reintroduction 
techniques have been tested to support 
the recovery of the species. 

In 2006, IAE established 
experiments considering the effect of 
different factors on reintroduction of L. 
cookii at four sites in the Illinois Valley 
and Agate Desert (Figure 2). First, 

IAE directly seeded and transplanted 
greenhouse-grown plants to compare 
the seedling emergence, survivorship, 
and growth rates to wild L. cookii. 
Within the directly seeded category, 
variables included seed source, light 
exposure, and litter removal at the 
planting site. Within the transplanted 
category, plants varied in seed source, 
age, soil composition, and fertilizer 
supplementation. 

Every spring, when L. cookii is 
flowering and readily visible, LAE’s 
Conservation Research (CR) crew visits 
study sites across Josephine County to 
monitor plants in the reintroduction 
plots. In April 2016, the CR crew 
spent two weeks monitoring L. cookii. 
We counted and mapped every L. 
cookii present in each long-term 
study plot, recording the number of 
reproductive stems (if any), number 
of leaves, length of longest leaf, and 
presence of herbivory (often by voles). 
By tracking individual plants over time, 
we are able to determine if certain 
plants have died or gone missing or if 
any new seedlings have emerged. 

From all the L. cookii seeds planted 
at each site from 2006 to 2009, seeds 
grown in their native habitat were 
more successful than seeds collected at 
other sites, suggesting that there may 
be some adaptation to local conditions 
among L. cookii populations, 
especially those found in nutrient- 
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poor serpentine soils. Litter removal 
significantly boosted both seedling 
establishment and survival, which

suggests that clearing litter in forested 
L. cookii habitat prior to direct seeding 
is one way to boost seedling success. 

Transplants experienced high 
mortality due to transplant shock in 
the first month after being outplanted, 
but had higher survival and growth 
rates than neighboring wild L. cookii 
in following years. Transplants became 
reproductive more quickly and in 
greater numbers than seeded plants, 
and began to produce seedlings within 
two years. Overall, analysis up to 2014 
found that the longer plants were kept 
in cultivation before planting in the 
wild, the higher their survival rates. 
Additionally, plants cultivated in native 
soils had higher survival rates than 
those grown in other soil types, except 
in sites with nutrient-poor serpentine 
soils (Kaye et al. 2014). 

These findings suggest that for 
best results, reintroduction sites 
should contain appropriate habitat, 
be protected from major disturbances, 
have low litter cover (or have the litter 
removed prior to seeding), and have 
soil with serpentine levels similar 
to the seed source of reintroduced 
L. cookii. Because survivorship 
was so variable across sites, it is 
recommended that reintroduced 
plants be distributed among multiple 
sites. An ideal reintroduction strategy 
could incorporate both direct seeding, 
for its economical advantage, and 
transplanting to establish a mix of high 
density small plants and a few larger 
plants that will more quickly start 
producing seed and recruits. Locally 
sourced seeds should be used, especially 
when planting in serpentine soils, and 
it may be best to cultivate transplants 
in either potting mix or native non- 
serpentine soils with fertilizer. The 
observed survival rates of seeded 
plants and transplants will inform 
future reintroduction projects as well 
as seeding and planting densities so 
that reintroduced L. cookii population 
dynamics resemble that of wild 
populations. 

We are interested to see if the data 
we collected this spring adheres to the 
trends observed in the past. The work

described here is just part of the work 
IAE has done on the species; other 
projects include effects of herbicide 

on the surrounding plant community 
(particularly annual invasive grasses), 
monitoring of natural L. cookii 
populations, and effects of prescribed 
fire. Continued monitoring of natural 
and reintroduced populations will 
provide insight into future recovery 
efforts. As interns at IAE, being 
involved with this and other impactful 
studies throughout the state has 

been an invaluable opportunity for 
educational growth and professional 
experience as environmental leaders of 
tomorrow (Figure 3). We are grateful to 
the Native Plant Society of Oregon and 
individual members for their continued

Support the Cascade-Siskiyou National 
Monument 


In 2000, the 86,774-acre Cascade-Siskiyou National Monument (CSNM), lo- 
cated east of Ashland, Oregon was the first national monument ever designated to 
conserve biodiversity. Last winter, the Obama administration expanded the monu- 
ment by 48,000 acres, providing a protected corridor to higher elevations such as 
Grizzly Peak. Because biodiversity and watersheds do not stop at state boundar- 
ies, the CSNM expansion included 5,000 acres extending into lower elevations in 
California. Many rare and endemic plants are protected here such as the federally 
listed Gentner’s fritillary (Fritillaria gentneri), and state listed Greene’s mariposa- 
lily (Calochortus greenei). Numerous local groups, such as the Siskiyou Chapter 
NPSO, the cities of Ashland and Talent, and private landowners supported the 
expansion. Currently, the Department of the Interior is reviewing the CSNM as 
well as 27 other national monuments that have been designated or expanded since 
1996. Please consider commenting on this review before the due date of July 10.

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John Jeffrey Rediscovered 


by Gabriel Hemery 


In 1850, under the employment 
of Royal Botanic Garden Edinburgh 
(RBGE), young Scottish tree-hunter 
John Jeffrey was dispatched to seek 
highly-prized exotic tree species in 
North America. The expedition was 
overseen by a group known as the Or- 
egon Botanical Society, comprising sub- 
scribers ranging from wealthy Scottish 
landowners, plant nurseries, and even 
the British royal family. 

An early letter home tells of a 1,200 
mile transcontinental journey on foot. 
Later, tantalising botanical samples ar- 
rive from British Columbia, Oregon, 
Washington, and California, yet early 
promise soon withers. Three years after 
setting out John Jeffrey disappeared

without a trace. Those at home won- 
dered whether he was he lost to love, 
violence, or the Gold Rush. The secrets 
of the extraordinary adventure lie in his 
precious journals that remained lost, 
until their discovery, 160 years later. 

“T have determined that I will start 
back north tomorrow, and find com- 
pany as soon as possible in case my 
wounds fester, although I now feel a lit- 
tle more myself. The snow-clad peak of 
Mount Shasta exerts a dominant pres- 
ence in this place, its foothills providing 
fertile hunting grounds for the botanist. 
Before me tall pines, all of the same new 
species, grow between massive boulders 
extending without interruption down 
the valley and far into the distance. 

This land is a paradise so rich it would

see the same gentlemen emptying their 
purses to secure more collectors. Yet 
their ambitions might be cruelly shat- 
tered by my appearance.” 

Sadly news of the discovery of John 
Jeffrey’s journals is untrue, and the 
extract above the figment of imagina- 
tion from a fertile if expert mind. Green 
Gold is a work of biographical fiction, 
based on a true story told by Gabriel 
Hemery, a contemporary tree-hunter, 
forest scientist, and co-author of the 
award-winning book The New Sylva 
(Bloomsbury Publishing 2014). 

John Jeffrey had a tough assign- 
ment, not only following in the foot- 
steps of David Douglas, but also finding 
that his expedition coincided with the 
Gold Rush. At the time his work ethic 
was questioned and his disappearance 
remained a mystery. Thanks to his ef- 
forts however, the seeds from 119 spe- 
cies reached Edinburgh, and more than

400 plant specimens were received by 
the Herbarium at RBGE, including 
seeds and/or specimens of 35 conifer 
species. Two plant species still bear his 
name, Dodecatheon jeffreyi and Pinus 
jeffreyi while a third, Penstemon jeffreya- 
nus, was later renamed P azureus by 
botanists. 

Author Gabriel Hemery relied 
heavily on the archives of RBGE for 
much of his research, and has also been 
working closely with their staff in plan- 
ning a special exhibition that will open 
at the Garden to coincide with the 
book’s publication in early 2018. The 
archives of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
also revealed essential details about his 
travels.

[June 1825] Salmon are also 
caught on sandy shores, where free 
from large stones, with a draught net 
in the same manner as the salmon 
fishing in Britain. The net is made of 
Apocynum bark, floated by pieces of 
wood in lieu of cork. This mode is only 
practised where there are no rapids or 
projecting rocks, or places to make 
channels for the scoop net. 

From the Rapids to the Great Falls, 
distant about fifty-eight or sixty miles, 
the banks are steep and in many places 
rugged. Some of the hills are very high 
but all destitute of trees or large shrubs. 
The wood becomes smaller the further 
the river is ascended. Acer is not found 
above the Rapids; Zhuya, Pinus bal- 
samea [Abies balsamea|, and one species 


of Populus on the edges of creeks, all 


of which gradually diminish into low 
scrub-wood. 

Sixteen miles below the Falls we 
are no longer fanned by the huge pine 
stretching its branches in graceful at- 
titude over a mountain rivulet or deep 
cavern, or regaled by the quivering of 
the aspen in the breeze. Nothing but 
extensive plains and barren hills, with 
the greater part of the herbage scorched 
and dead by the intense heat. I had to 
cross a plain nineteen miles without a 
drop of water, of pure white sand, ther- 
mometer in the shade 97°. I suffered 
much from the heat and reflection of 
the sun’s rays; and scarcely can I tell the 
state of my feet in the evening from the 
heat in the dry sand; all the upper part 
of them were in one blister. 

Six miles below the Falls the water 
rushes through several narrow chan- 
nels, formed by high, barren, and ex- 
tremely rugged rocks about two miles 
long. It is called by the voyageurs The 
Dalles. On both sides of the river very 
singular rocks of a great height are to 
be seen, having all the appearance of 
being waterworn; not unlikely they 
have been the boundaries of the river at 
some former period.

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2017 Annual Meeting Recap: Land of Umpqua

NPSO members traveled to the 
Land of Umpqua June 9-11 for the 
2017 Annual Meeting, jointly hosted by 
the Umpqua Valley and Corvallis Chap- 
ters. This location, situated at a “botani- 
cal crossroads” between the California 
Floristic Province and the Vancouverian 
Floristic Province, combined with par- 
ticular geological formations, allowed 
exploration of the high plant diversity in 
area, including many species near their 
northern or southern range limits and 
several species endemic to the region. 

Five Friday field trips explored Be- 
atty Creek, Bilger Ridge, North Bank,

Roseburg locales, and Wolf Creek. On 
Saturday, nine trips included hikes to 
Beatty Creek, Bilger Ridge, Fall Creek

Field trip participants were treated 
to views of the regionally unique en- 
demic species, including Calochortus 
coxii (crinite mariposa lily, named for 
Marvin Cox), Calochortus umpquaensis 
(Umpqua mariposa lily), and Kalmiopsis 
fragrans (fragrant kalmiopsis) along with 
the threatened Lupinus oreganus (Kin- 
caid’s lupine). Noting some highlights 
from one trip, Gail Baker reports from 
the Limpy Rock hike: 

"Although Kalmiopsis fragrans was 
just past peak-bloom we still enjoyed 
what remained of the delicate pink 
flowers. It was the variety of non- 
photosynthetic relatives, just starting to 
come up, that were the real delights: A/- 
lotropa virgata (candy stick), Pterospora 
andromedea (pinedrops), and Hemitomes 
congestum (gnome plant). Abundant

populations of the ghost orchid, 
Cephalanthera austiniae, were also seen 
along the trail." 

From another trip, Dana Field 
reports: 

"Forest Service botanist Marty 
Stein led a walk through mixed coastal 
forest near Tahkenitch Lake out to 
some of the few dune areas left with 
historic plant communities. He ex- 
plained that invasive European beach- 
grass (Ammophila arenaria) brought 
in to stabilize dunes has permanently 
changed this landscape and the habitats 
that depend on actively moving sand. 
The Forest Service has been controlling 
beachgrass in a few areas to maintain 
some remnant of this habitat. We 
observed several species typical of ac- 
tive dunes: Poa macrantha (seashore 
bluegrass), Glehnia littoralis (beach sil- 
vertop), Aira praecox (yellow hairgrass) 
[exotic], and Lupinus littoralis (seashore 
lupine). Fragaria chiloensis (beach 
strawberry) provided some tasty snacks. 
Other highlights of this hike included 
several species with adaptations to the 
nitrogen-poor sandy soil in the forested 
older dunes: Al/otropa virgata (candy 
stick), Boschniakia hookeri (small 
groundcone) [synonym of Kopsiopsis 
hooker), and Peltigera lichens with and 
without cyanobacteria. On the return 
trip, we enjoyed a stop at the Elkton 
native plant nursery and community 
education center." 

Our host location was Phoenix 
School in Roseburg. Cindy Clark was 
the chef directing Phoenix students 
from the school's Culinary Arts Pro- 
gram in food preparation and service. 
The school even supplied vegetables 
from their own garden. Our Friday 
evening speaker, Dr. Ken Carloni, biol- 
ogy professor at Umpqua Community 
College, shared "Taking Back the 
Firestick: Humans, Fire and Becoming 
Indigenous." 

On Saturday evening Carlos 
Figueroa, owner of Wild Rose Winery 
and Vineyard, served the wine and 
made donations of wine to the Oregon 
Flora Project silent auction as well as 
wine gifts to our presenters. Annual 
meeting attendees received wine glasses 
featuring Calochortus umpquaensis 
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drawn by Dorothy Schattenkerk. Sha- 
ron and Dennis Shearer served ales. 
The Saturday night keynote address 
was presented by Dr. Kevin Weitemier 
of the Center for Genome Research & 
Biocomputing at OSU (unfortunately 
for NPSO, he is moving to Arizona). 
Kevin explored how the technology of 
DNA sequencing allows us to investi- 
gate the history of plant species in ways 
that were impossible just a few years 
ago, creating insights about important 
conservation concerns, such as if two 
populations might really be separate 
species, or whether a species has spread 
or declined in the past, and what that 
might tell us about its future. 

All in all, it was a highly enjoy- 
able annual meeting and demonstrated 
that two chapters can work together to 


host annual meetings, allowing smaller 
chapters to participate in the hosting 
process and help us access diverse site 
locations across our fabulous ecological 
regions. Special thanks go to the local 
organizing committees. The Umpqua 
Valley committee was headed by chap- 
ter president, Neal Hadley, and also in- 
cluded M A Hansen, Donna Rawson, 
Ted and Dorothy Schattenkerk, Sam 
Friedman, and all the local chapter 
members who worked so hard to make 
local arrangements. The Corvallis com- 
mittee was headed by chapter presi- 
dent, Judi Sanders, and also included 
Dan Luoma, Louise Marquering, 
Esther McEvoy, Susan Nicholas, and 
Joyce Eberhart, with special thanks to 
our web site creators: Ann Geyer and 
Sunia Yang.

Are Herbaria Still Relevant in the 21st Century?

If herbaria are to survive, those of us 
who care about them need to do a better 
job of demonstrating their value to soci- 
ety. Herbaria are increasingly relevant in 
the fields of ecology, biogeography, and 
conservation biology, on top of impor- 
tant conventional taxonomic research. 
Specimens are also valuable for build- 
ing public appreciation of plants and of 
botany in general. Rather than hiding 
our specimens behind cabinet doors, 
we need to make them more accessible, 
especially digitally. 

In the past, users of specimen data 
had to either visit herbaria in person or 
arrange to borrow material. With the 
advent of digital databases, herbarium 
records are now readily available around 
the clock and from any home, office, or 
mobile device that has internet access 
(even in the field). Online databases 
include standard label information 


(species name, collector, date, locality, 
habitat) and often have maps of col- 
lection sites and digital images of the 
actual specimen. These data can be que- 
ried in numerous ways to create local 
or rangewide distribution maps or cus- 
tomized species lists, e.g., at the Rocky 
Mountain Herbarium (RM) search page 
(http://rmh.uwyo.edu/data/search.php). 
Individual herbaria are increasingly 
pooling their digital data into regional 
and national networks, such as SEINet 
(Southwest Environmental Information 
Network), the Consortium of Inter- 
mountain Herbaria, or the Consortium 
of Pacific Northwest Herbaria, allow- 
ing users to access millions of records 
with ease. Other digital products, such 
as image libraries and links to original 
botanical literature, are greatly increas- 
ing the utility and scope of herbarium 
information. 

Brick-and-mortar herbaria (and the 
professional staff needed to maintain 
them) are still vital for plant identifica- 
tion services. Potential clients range 
from farmers and ranchers, government 
biologists, and industry consultants to 
home gardeners, amateur naturalists, 
and school children: essentially anyone 
who might need assistance identifying 
mystery plants. Sometimes herbarium

staff are asked to provide expertise on 
plant fragments rather than whole speci- 
mens. Such “forensic botany” can help 
archeologists interpret prehistoric sites, 
paleoecologists infer past climates, and 
law enforcement officers solve crimes. 

Herbaria can also be thought of as 
vast genetic libraries. Rather than hav- 
ing to travel around the world to gather 
samples, researchers have millions of 
collections at their disposal, already 
identified to species and with collection 
dates and localities provided. In the case 
of extinct or protected species, herbari- 
um specimens may be the only material 
available for study. Older specimens can 
offer a window into changes in genetic 
structure in populations and evidence of 
ongoing evolution. 

There have been challenges in utiliz- 
ing herbarium collections in molecular 
research. Initially researchers had dif- 
ficulty extracting sufficient quantities 


of DNA from old collections. DNA

Treatment 


Help protect the Coast Fork Willamette Watershed from a noxious weed. Japa- 
nese knotweed is an invasive plant species that is widespread throughout the Willa- 
mette Valley. It grows vigorously and creates dense colonies that exclude and reduce 
native vegetation. Ihe Coast Fork Willamette Watershed Council (CFWWC) is 
working towards surveying and treating knotweed. Do not attempt to dig, cut, 
pull, or mow this plant because these practices will encourage denser new growth.

it covers all of North America, images 
are not included for all species, but 
appendices list habitat and range dis- 
tribution for all 62 native species, with 
references to further resources.

can also be altered if specimens were 
pickled or dried improperly. Recent 
advances in molecular techniques are 
resolving many of these problems. A re- 
cent study (Choi et al. 2015) found no 
relationship between the age of a speci- 
men and the purity of DNA that could 
be extracted and later amplified. Ames 
and Spooner (2008) used DNA from 
200-year old herbarium specimens of 
Irish potato in Europe to match unique 
genetic markers with their source pop- 
ulations in the Andes and lowlands of 
Chile and help determine the multiple 
points of origin of this important crop 
plant. 

Herbarium specimens can also be 
time capsules of past environmental 
conditions. Atmospheric carbon diox- 
ide levels have been recorded in her- 
barium specimens collected in the late 
1700s and compared with recently col- 
lected plants to document changes in 
the concentration of greenhouse gases

since the industrial revolution (Bonal 
etale2011): 

For taxonomists, the most impor- 
tant specimens are the type collections, 
which provide the basis for species 
names and taxonomic concepts. When 
a new species is discovered, a holotype 
is designated and deposited in an her- 
barium to serve as the standard (or ar- 
chetype) for which all other individuals 
of the species are compared. A recent 
study found that nearly one-quarter of 
all newly documented species were al- 
ready found within existing herbarium 
collections but had been initially mis- 
identified or unidentified (Bebber et al. 
2010). The authors even suggested that 
as many as 70,000 undescribed plant 
species might still be lurking within the 
world’s herbaria. 

Herbarium specimens can also be 
a source for new records of pathogens 
and parasites. In the 1990s, the late 
John Baxter, a retired mycologist, dis- 
covered over 30 state records of rust 
and smut fungi growing on plant speci- 
mens in the Rocky Mountain Her- 
barium at the University of Wyoming. 
One of these was Puccinia yosemitana, a 
rust from California and Colorado that 
was new to Wyoming. Baxter found it 
growing on a specimen of Opal phlox 
(Phlox opalensis) that I had collected in 
SW Wyoming a few years earlier. 

Specimen vouchers (deposited 
in herbaria) are important for docu- 
menting new occurrences of rare and 


unusual plants. Compared to observa- 
tion records or photographs, physical 
specimens are easier to corroborate 

if there is any debate about a report's 
authenticity. This can be especially im- 
portant in ecological studies or when 
developing checklists for protected 
areas, such as national parks or wildlife 
refuges. 

Locality data from herbarium 
specimens is also useful in studying the 
spread of invasive weeds on one hand, 
and to identify gaps in the network of 
protected areas, on the other. In Wyo- 
ming, 10.6% of the state is “protected” 
(in national parks, wilderness areas, 
special botanical areas, and Nature 
Conservancy preserves), but these areas 
tend to be concentrated nonrandomly 
in the northwest corner of the state and 
at high elevations. Based on herbarium 
records, I found that 18% of the state’s 
plant species were completely absent 
from these protected areas (Fertig 
2011). 

Digital locality data from herbari- 
um specimens can be used in modeling 
the potential distribution of weeds, rare 
plants, and other species of high man- 
agement interest. At the University of 
Wyoming, I used more than 325,000 
digital records in the Rocky Mountain 
herbarium database to identify patterns 
in the presence and inferred absence 
of 200 randomly selected plant species 
with a mix of environmental variables 
(average monthly temperature and pre- 
cipitation, bedrock geology, soil type, 


vegetation, etc.). 


Each herbarium sheet has three main pieces of information: 


The most obvious is the physical 
specimen itself: stems, leaves, roots, 
flowers, and fruits. From these, re- 
searchers can determine the identity of 
the species and recognize the diversity 
among individual plants within and 
between populations. Measurements 
and observations of specimens is the 
basis for species descriptions and iden- 
tification keys. 

Additional information can be 
gleaned from the internal chemistry 
of the specimens, especially genetic 
data from nuclear and organelle DNA. 
Such data can be used to reconstruct 


phylogenetic relationships among spe- 
cies, genera, and families. 

Perhaps the most useful informa- 
tion, however, comes from the speci- 
men label which records the name of 
the species (and any subsequent 
changes or corrections), the collector, 
the date of the collection, locality, and 
other data on habitat, elevation, associ- 
ated species, or abundance. ‘These three 
datasets are the foundation of taxo- 
nomic research and can be especially 
useful in studies of ecology and conser- 
vation biology.

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Adventures with Citizen’s Rare Plant Watch

Snow-blind, I tripped, then— 
Nose to stigma with a flower! 


Shaken by Springquake. 


From Florence to Seaside, from the 
Columbia Plateau to the Ochocos, Citi- 
zens Rare Plant Watch (CRPW) vol- 
unteers visited some of Oregon’s most 
cherished natural areas this year. We also 
fulfilled assignments in places where the 
native flora is particularly challenged 
by invasive species and human-caused 


impacts. Nearly 40 volunteers partici- 
pated in 2017, visiting more than 20 
rare plant populations to update old 
population data or to document newly 
discovered sites. 

I am the current coordinator of this 
volunteer based program, originally a 
program of the Native Plant Society of 
Oregon (NPSO). It is now part of the 
Rae Selling Berry Seed Bank & Plant 
Conservation Program (RSBSB) at Port- 
land State University.

an excellent start among local passionate 
plant people. Jason, who is still active 
with CRPW, especially built “infrastruc- 
ture” and cultivated valuable relation- 
ships with local public land managers. 

My second full season as coordina- 
tor is now drawing to a close. It was 
another eventful one, starting last win- 
ter, even as cold as it was! In February, 

I watched the calendar, conferred with 
seasoned botanizers and public land 
managers and began to put together a 
schedule of monitoring trips. 

Planning a field season is a dance 
with the weather, past and present. 
Could I conclude that since winter 
had been so cold and wet, the earliest 
blooms would be starting about two 
weeks later than the previous spring? 
What was the all-important spring 
season going to throw at us? Besides 
bloom time, I also had to factor in: (1) 
state ranking of species sensitivity (just 
how “rare” is it?), (2) distance of plant

the most detailed records of the site) 
and (4) accessibility of the site (which 
may lie beyond impassable roads, un- 
wade-able waters, precarious terrain or 
locked gates). 

At this point, in choosing targets 
for group trips, I also take into consid- 
eration the ease of identifying a species, 
which more often than not excludes 
“grass-like” species. There are so many 
populations of blatantly “charismatic” 
species that have not been documented 
in decades that I tend to select these 
as targets. Similarly, there are many 
desirable destinations, which I believe 
makes recruiting volunteers for a par- 
ticular trip easier. Many a location de- 
scription from the occurrence records 
of the Oregon Biodiversity Information 
Center (ORBIC) includes the word 
“roadside.” However, such destinations 
are less likely to yield up an extant 
population, so I typically place them at 
a lower priority, unless requested by a 
land manager. 

In March, as the flurry of plan- 
ning increased, Meconella oregana made 
its usual appearance in my mind. The 
diminutive white Meconella has been 
part of my March experience since the 
first time I encountered NPSO bota- 
nizers seeking it below the Memaloose 
Overlook. Upon taking on CRPW, I 
became aware that some individuals 
had made this tiny beauty an ongoing 
project. Although not found widely in 
Oregon, or Washington or California 


where it also occurs, it zs locally com- 
mon and is frequently found when 
sought for in suitable Gorge habitats. 

I had access to the historical records of 
white Meconella populations, and so I 
consulted with stellar plantsman and 
photographer Paul Slichter about its 
suitability as an early season target this 
year. 

However, the cold continued 
through March, and we held our spring 
training in mid-April before I finally 
took a group of three out to Stanley 
Rock in the Gorge the third week of 
April. Incredibly, the white Meconella 
was still blooming among the grasses 
and other low forbs. The plant was 
such a blast to find, almost unexpected 
because the flower is so small and non- 
descript. Luckily, its distinctive bright 
green fruits stand out to the sharp eye, 
to give positive identification to even 
the newbie. 

We had a full house at our volun- 
teer training in April, comprising avid 
plant people, retired professionals and 
citizen scientists exploring the local op- 
tions. Wendy Gibble, of University of 
Washington’s Washington Rare Plant 
Care and Conservation (Rare Care), 
was co-instructor and generously do- 
nated precious time during her busy 
spring. Having managed the Rare Care 
program for 15 years, Wendy knows 
well the value of a clear curriculum 
and has provided great guidance to 
us. In the training, we covered safety

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in the field, techniques for estimating 
the size of plant populations, necessary 
equipment, site visit protocol, instruc- 
tions for filling out the survey form 
and many other topics. I very much 
appreciate that although a number of 
Wendy’s volunteers have also become 
involved with CRPW, she is very sup- 
portive of our effort, demonstrating 
how little place competition has in our 
collective goals for Cascadia. 

With the training and our first 
monitoring trip behind us, the season 
was well launched by late April. Al- 
though I continued to receive warnings 
of snow-blocked roads and buried sites, 
we worked our way up in elevation 
over the next few weeks. In the nature 
of field work, things went FAST once 
they started. Working in spitting rain 
in the Gorge in April gave way to a 
hot day in May documenting stiff 
milkvetch (Astragalus conjunctus vat. 
rickardii) on the Columbia Plateau. 
By the end of May, we finally ventured 
into the Cascades with a search for 
purple sicklepod rockcress (Boechera 
atrorubens) at Bald Butte. 

I remember the trips this season 
as a string of jewel-like days, hunting 
for treasure, although there were many 
grueling moments. One rainy day in 
April, two of us searched in vain for 


cliff dwarf-primrose (Douglasia laevi- 
gata) in sliding scree at Mitchell Point, 
guided largely by a map from the Or- 
egon Parks database that showed only 
a large circle of “potential” habitat. 
Finally, we used binoculars to find the 
plants where Jason told me they had 
actually been spotted, high up on the 
cliffs along I-84. We were able to count 
the ones we could see, record GPS 
coordinates and update the official re- 
cords for this lovely cliff-dweller. 
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CRPW volunteers at The Thumb 
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I am pleased with the success of 
this season's group efforts. We kept 
groups small (5 max) and thus flexible 
and focused. We had hands to mark 
coordinates, eyes to look for our target, 
and individuals to deploy measuring 
tapes and quadrat without people feel- 
ing at loose ends. This year we also ac- 
quired two new independent monitors. 
I provide such trained individuals with 
necessary documents and maps and 
clear their activities with land manag- 
ers. [hey select from a list of target 
sites, set their own schedules and col- 
lect data, returning the results to me. 

One such volunteer, Cindy, lives 
in Florence and was once a rare plant 
monitor in Wisconsin. She took on 
assignments in and near the Oregon 
Dunes out of sheer love of the work. 
Rebecca is an artist in Bend, with a 
particular interest in painting rare plant 
species while providing a skilled eye in 
the field. Such individuals enable us to 
extend our efforts to farther-flung parts 
of Oregon than we typically travel to in 
groups. 

We also acquired a new trip leader 
in volunteer Roger Brewer, who led a 
successful search for Erythronium el- 
egans in the coastal foothills. Whether 
as an independent monitor or leading 
a group, a trip leader has to run with 


whatever resources are available. This

may be no more than a hand-drawn 
map, a brief description, and a set 

of GPS coordinates that indicate the 
center of a very large circle where the 
population “may” occur. As was the 
case with Roger’s trip, the supporting 
materials may alternatively consist of 
quite good maps and reports if the land 
manager is interested in updating sites 
that have received more recent visits. I 
have found that flexibility, a minimum 
skill with GPS devices and software, 
and dedication to providing useful data 
are essential in this work. 

In another example, four of us 
responded to a request by Marty Stein 
of the Siuslaw National Forest to 
visit a population of hairy stemmed 
checkermallow (Sidalcea hirtipes) at 
The Thumb, a headland meadow near 
Lincoln City. This was a dreamy assign- 
ment. It was a bit of a challenge to dis- 
cover the trail access point using Mar- 
ty’s instructions, but once we embarked 
and waded in mud a while (which 
added to the challenge!), we found our- 
selves in a flowery meadow overlooking 
the Pacific Ocean on a sunny spring 
day. Surrounded by countless checker- 
mallow blooms, I might add. Not that 
we didn't zvy to count them, that being 
part of our job. This was one of three 
times this season that conditions were 
appropriate for using the systematic 
sampling technique Wendy taught us 
to estimate population size. 

After verifying the identity of the 
plant, we split up the task of determin- 
ing and logging the perimeter of the 
population. This was fairly straightfor- 
ward, bounded as the meadow is by 
sharp drop-offs. To finish up, we went 
through the survey form, filled out the 
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fields and thoroughly enjoyed a day at 
the coast. 

Searching without finding our 
target species is also data, however 
unsatisfying it might seem. Sometimes 
due diligence means being “skunked” 
in our search of a particular area so 
we can collect data that may spare 
another the same effort in the future. 
Only once this season were we entirely 
skunked. In July, three of us looked 
for a small population of Henderson's 
checkermallow (Sidalcea hendersonit) 
at Nestucca Spit that had not been 
documented for 30 years (See the 
excellent 2005 Kalmiopsis article by 
Melanie Gisler and Rhoda Love, for 
more about the coastal populations 
of S. hendersonii. This article is 
available online at http://npsoregon. 
org/kalmiopsis/kalmiopsis12/ 
checkermallow.pdf). The location of 
this tidal marsh dweller, described in 
the old records, had been translated to 
GPS coordinates for mapping. On the 
map, the resulting polygon was situated 
squarely in the hind dunes of Nestucca 
Spit. One challenge of this work is 
not knowing how accurately an old 
element occurrence polygon has been 
indicated on a map. In addition, the 
dynamic nature of coastal ecosystems 
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and shorelines means that drastic 
changes may actually have occurred in 
intervening decades. 

We duly visited the mapped poly- 
gon anyway, pushing through well- 
established and tragically overgrown 
Scotch broom, to no avail. With the 
help of Celeste Lebo, Oregon Parks 
and Recreation Department (OPRD) 
natural resource specialist for the Cen- 
tral and North Coast, and her volun- 
teer youth crew, we also swept south 
through the salt marsh, along the tidal 
flat. Nothing. The conditions appeared 
to be far from what they were 30 years 
ago, and the approximately 45 Hender- 
sons checkermallow plants found then 
were apparently no longer on Nestucca 
Spit. 

In August, three of us found a 
similar but more heartening situation 
at Netarts Spit, while searching for 
saltmarsh birdbeak (Chloropyron mari- 
timum ssp. palustre (syn. Cordylanthus 
maritimus ssp. palustris)), in our final 
(and most adventure-filled) trip of the 
season. Historical records described 
a healthy population of this plant 
in the salt marsh near the north end 
of Netarts Spit. Barring a helicopter 
flight, our options were to take a boat 
across from the town of Netarts or to

walk several miles from Cape Lookout 
State Park and back. We decided on 
the hike; luckily a friend in Tillamook 
offered us a meadow to pitch tents on, 
saving us the round trip from Portland 
on the same day. 

Taking the fast route up packed 
sand on the ocean side of the spit en- 
tailed an eastward crossing through 
dune vegetation to get to the salt marsh 
near the north end. It was a little comic 
blundering through the small pines, 
spruces and sedges, but we employed 
our GPS devices to good effect. We 
found a small but dense population of 
the plant right where we expected and 
hoped to. The eroding margin of the 
salt marsh was thick with the subtly 
lovely, purple hemiparasite, with the 
population thinning from the tidal flat 
and into the competing grasses. 

But as at Nestucca, a report of 
more than 25 years ago also placed a 
subpopulation of our plant in an area 
that is now solidly populated with 
hind dune vegetation. We searched and 
found nothing there, and no additional 
occurrences of our target as we swept 
the salt marsh toward the south. As 
the day began to wane, we made the 
decision to cross to the beach side of 
the spit. After perhaps an hour and a 
half of bushwhacking the Sitka spruce 


forest took us to the beach, through 
often excruciatingly dense salal, ever- 
green huckleberry, and California wax 
myrtle. We watched the sunset on the 
beach and thought with gratitude of 
our tents so nearby. 

Our season was cut short by the 
terrible fire in the Gorge—Columbia 
cress (Rorippa columbiae) is a late sea- 
son bloomer in the Gorge we had been 
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Chloropyron maritimum ssp palustre 


waiting to seek out. The closures and 
disruption in the Gorge prevented us. 
But all told, this has been a very satisfy- 
ing season. We have deepened connec- 
tions to our bioregion and people who 
feel the ties of love and responsibility. 
We have provided useful data to man- 
agers of Oregon's public lands across 
about one-third of the state, some of 
which can be of use right away. For 
example, three days after our final trip 
at Netarts Spit, OPRD Botanist Noel 
Bacheller asked if we had collected data 
there, as he had an immediate need for 
current information. He also requested 
updated information for populations 
of Tygh Valley milkvetch (Astragalus 
tyghensis) that we had collected in May. 
That was deeply gratifying. 

The desire to do good and a love of 
our region’s natural endowments takes 
us to these seldom-seen beauties, but 
we can't let sentiment blind us to the 
real need for practical and scientific 
work. In the end, it is the sometimes 
routine, sometimes grueling effort that 
may bring the world we hope for. But 
it’s still a great time. If you would like 
to get involved with Citizen’s Rare 
Plant Watch, please contact me at 
kfreitag@pdx.edu.

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Impacts of Recreation on a Botanical Treasure

Limnanthes pumila ssp. pumila, 
commonly known as dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam, is a small annual herb 
with a delicate 5-petaled white flower 
that blooms from March to mid-April 
(Figure 1). You may know its more 
common “cousin,” white meadowfoam 
(Limnanthes alba), which is grown as a 
seed oil crop in the Willamette Valley. 
Found only on Upper and Lower 
Table Rocks outside of Medford, dwarf 
woolly meadowfoam is associated with 
vernal pools and seasonally wet areas 
unique to the Table Rocks environment. 
Dwarf woolly meadowfoam is a state 
and federal Species of Concern and is 
considered a List 1 taxon by the Oregon 


Biodiversity Information Center 
(ORBIC), meaning it is considered 
threatened with extinction throughout 
its range. Upper and Lower Table Rocks 
are collectively owned and managed 
by the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) and The Nature Conservancy. In 
1986 the BLM designated the area as an 
Area of Critical Environmental Concern 
(ACEC), in part to protect the habitat 
of the dwarf woolly meadowfoam. 

As a rare and endemic species, 
the success of the dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam population is closely tied 
to the quality of the vernal pools and 
mounded prairie ecosystem found on 
the top of the Table Rocks. The Table 
Rock plateaus are the remnants of a lava 
flow that erupted from a shield volcano 


near Lost Creek Lake roughly 7.5

million years ago and spread through 
the ancient Rogue River Valley. In the 
intervening millions of years the Rogue 
River has meandered across the lava 
flow, eroding the rock and carving the 
river down to its present level. The 
Table Rocks as we see them today, 
raised 800 feet above the surrounding 
valley, represent the small fraction of 
this lava flow that has not yet been 
eroded. ‘The relatively impermeable 
volcanic rock substrate, along with the 
flat topography, allows for the seasonal 
ponding of water in the vernal pools 
perched atop the plateau, a habitat 
that is critical not only to dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam, but also the endangered 
vernal pool fairy shrimp and dozens of 
native plants and wildflowers (Figure 2). 
The primary threats to the dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam include competition with 
invasive species such as Taeniatherum 
caput-medusae (medusahead) and Poa 
bulbosa (bulbous bluegrass), which are 
invasive grasses, grazing, climate change,

and physical damage to the plants and 
habitat from off-trail hikers. 

In 2006, the Institute for 
Applied Ecology began monitoring 
experimental plots with the goal of 
determining the effects of grazing, 
trampling, and competition with 
invasive species on the population of 
dwarf woolly meadowfoam. However, 
by 2008 the BLM and The Nature 
Conservancy had acquired all the land 
across Upper and Lower Table Rocks 
and designated it an ACEC, which 
put an end to cattle grazing on the 
landscape. While cattle grazing on the 
land negatively affected the habitat 
quality and therefore the survival of 
native plants, grazing pressures from 
native ungulates have not shown to 
have the same adverse effects on the 
environment. Since then, the study 
has been refined to assess the impacts 
of off-trail hikers (trampling) and 
how competition with invasive species 
impacts the population of dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam. 

In April 2017, the NPSO 
Conservation Research Interns traveled 
south to the Table Rocks to contribute 
to this ongoing research effort. As 
a crew we worked on both Upper 
and Lower Table Rocks, counting 
individual dwarf woolly meadowfoam 
plants as well as the number of flowers 
on each plant, and determining the 
percent cover of native and nonnative 


forbs and grasses in long-term 
monitoring plots. While monitoring 
the number of individual dwarf woolly 
meadowfoam plants is useful for 
identifying changes in population size 
and reproductive capability, estimating 
visual cover is a useful metric in 
determining changes in native and 
nonnative community assemblages 
over time. Both Upper and Lower 
Table Rocks are heavily frequented 
destinations for nature recreation so 
it is important to collect long term 
data sets like this to truly understand 
the impacts visitors have on this 
environment, which will then inform 
future management actions. 
Documenting the effects of 
recreational traffic (trampling) has 
become increasingly important due to 
the escalating number of people and 
pets who venture to the Table Rocks to 
enjoy its beauty and botanical wonders, 
often straying off-trail and through 
vernal pools in the process (Figure 2). 
Recreation traffic not only adversely 
affects the dwarf woolly meadowfoam 
population by crushing the plants, but 
it also disturbs the vernal pool habitat 
and, importantly, spreads invasive 
grass seeds. Whether it’s cheatgrass 
stuck in your socks or medusahead 
on your dog’s collar, human mediated 
dispersal is inextricably linked with the 
spread of invasive grasses on the Table 
Rocks. In order to assess the effect 
that visitors have on this environment,

IAE has established a number of plots 
in high traffic areas around trails and 
outlook areas, and in low traffic remote 
areas unlikely to be visited. For this 
comparative study we counted the 
individual dwarf woolly meadowfoam 
plants in each plot and recorded the 
number of flowers those plants had 
produced. These data will be used to 
compare population trends in high 
and low traffic areas to determine 
which have higher rates of reproductive 
success. 

The data collected in recent years 
indicate that plots in areas of high 
recreation tend to have a lower mean 
number of plants per plot than those 
in low recreation areas. These results 
suggest that recreation can pose a 
serious threat to populations of dwarf 
woolly meadowfoam, especially if 
trampling occurs during flowering of 
this ephemeral annual. Not only are 
we seeing this threat reflected in the 
data, we also witnessed the impacts 
of recreation first hand; during our 
time monitoring on Upper Table Rock 
we saw dozens of people walking off 
trail, some with dogs, through critical 
habitat for dwarf woolly meadowfoam. 
We hope that measures can be taken to 
better inform visitors of the importance 


and fragility of the critical habitat,

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especially during the active growing 
season of dwarf woolly meadowfoam. 

Recreation traffic can damage 
individual plants and harm the 
vernal pools, but it also plays a role 
in the spread of invasive species in 
the environment. Invasive species 
are harmful to the environment as a 
whole because they often outcompete 
native plants for resources, encroach 
into sensitive habitat, and can prevent 
successful germination of native species 
due to thatch buildup (Figure 3). [AE 
has noted a steady increase of invasive 
grass cover on the Table Rocks over 
the course of the study. This could 
be contributing to the decline of the 
dwarf woolly meadowfoam population, 
culminating in 2015 having the lowest 
recorded number of plants and flowers 
since the study began in 2006. These 
results suggest that management 
actions should be focused toward 
invasive species removal, and continued 
monitoring will help to inform future 
management and protection of the 
delicate Table Rocks ecosystem. 

The Table Rocks are a place of 
unique habitat, which has given rise to 
a spectacular plant community with 
a diversity of wildflowers that attracts 
loads of botanists and recreationalists 
to the site each spring. This 
extraordinary ecosystem is important to

conserve for the future because it hosts 
so many endemic and rare species that 
would most likely go extinct without 
this environment. Unfortunately, 

these rare and endemic plants can 

be impacted by the same people that 
come to enjoy their beauty every year. 
Recreational traffic can have negative 
impacts on individual plants, and can 
increase the spread of invasive species 
in the system. By being responsible and 
educated outdoor recreationalists, we 
all have the power to limit our impacts 
on the ecosystem and the impacts of 
invasive species on unique and delicate 
environments we love to enjoy. So 
scrub your boots, pick those seeds out 
of your socks, and get outside!
